Frankfort, Ky , Feb. 21.— Judson 
Harmon, of Ohio, Toesday waVned 
the Kei.tuckv state legislature and 
all public office holders to analyze 
their own reeords to see just how 
much they wert- responfiible for the 
unrest that, be aaid, was making a 
demand for innovAlons In govam- 
ment, generally. Gov. Harmon spoke 
briefly at yesterday's session in an- 
swer to a raoMit tavitation of tbe 
legislators. He said in part: 

"Whatever we may think of the 
iBDovatioDs of government we are 
hearing so much about, it behooves 
every one who holds a public po(tttion 
to make diligent self<eearch to find 
whether any short coming on his part 
figures in the unrest which the pro- 
posal of these changes signifies. For. 
while some doabtless advocate them 
for ether reasons, the greater num- 
ber would not lend an ear without 
some real 6r supposed ground for 
disconfmi^llilb plll^ agencies as 
tbisy ate. 

"And it must be noted that all arc 
involved in j^he oteayMret aa qmetion. 
t' may fairly be s aW ^ at ' 
port tliese devices receive varies 
with the real or supposed need of 
tfaem. as ilefl aa witti opinions about 
the balance of advantage in them."

Feb 21.— The re> 
cent decision of a federal eoart 
mittini^ express companies to cany 
interstate shipmenta of liquor into 
dry territory in spite of prohibitory 
state laws is beins used by the liquor 
interacts of Kentuclty as an argu- 
ment affamst the enwetmeat of the 
pendinff bill exteodiag tbe county 
onit to the entire state. This decis 
ion is cited fai a naosorial ^gned by 
T. M. Gilmore, president of the 
model license league, which has 
reached the members of the legisla- 
ture. Be maltes the plea that under 
that dediloa an extension of the 
county unit will amount to discrimi 
nation against Kentucky's own 
famous product and urges if the law is 
enacted it be so amended as to pro- 
hibit the "purchase or possession" 
of intoxicating liquor in dry 
counties.
